He continues to try to compare my invention of "Method for embedding an air dielectric 
transmission line in a printed wiring board(PCB)" as used to connect analog and digital 
circuitry, with MICROWAVE, MMIC MODULES and the like. 

Nothing I say on the telephone or write in my answers clears up this his thinking that this 
is like a modele or MMIC 

Now, after several months I find that Tabatabai (US Patent 6924712) which has similar 
features to my invention has received a patent 2005, even though his application date was 
much later than mine* It may be that Tabatabai has infringed upon my patent rights even 
though they are slightly different, in that his electrical traces are on the surface of the 
PCB while mine are within the PCB.
